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UVic receives ‘magnificent gift’ 


UVic plans to establish an educational 
centre of international stature on the 
former Gillain Manor property at 
1515 McTavish Road in North Saanich. 

The 100-acre property, including a 
67,000-square-foot building, was 
acquired by UVic through a contribu¬ 
tion of funds from a private sector donor. 

The property has been appraised at 
$6.1 million. 

“It's a magnificent gift,” said UVic 
President Dr. Howard Fetch. “It is our 
intention to operate it as an educational 
centre, financially separate from the 
university, open to business, govern¬ 
ment agencies and other educational 
institutions as well as to UVic. We plan 
to start operating the centre this year.” 

Those interested in the future use of 
the facility are invited to come and see it 
from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m., Friday, Jan. 17. 

The building contains, 43 residential 
rooms, a 150-seat dining room, lounge. 


kitchen, administrative offices and 
recreational facilities. Situated on a 
slope, it affords spectacular views of the 
Gulf Islands and beyond. It is located in 
close proximity to the Victoria Interna¬ 
tional Airport, 15 miles from Victoria. 

Fetch said the building is in excellent 
condition requiring only minimal 
renovations. 

UVic plans to make the centre availa¬ 
ble to a variety of users for training ses¬ 
sions, intensive courses, seminars, 
workshops, immersion programs and 
retreats. 

The Centre can provide short-term 
residential accommodation for more 
than 80 people. 

While the Centre will be available for a 
variety of users, programs oriented to 
the Pacific Rim will be emphasized. Edu¬ 
cation in languages, trade and business 
relations among Pacific Rim nations 
will be offered. 


Renovations scheduled 
to ease space problems 


While there are no major construction 
projects scheduled at UVic in 1986, there 
are some renovations planned to ease 
space problems in University Centre 
and to meet a growing demand for com¬ 
puter laboratories. 

A 7,000-square-foot addition to the 
Campus Services Building, to house 
UVic's Co-operative Education Pro¬ 
gram and the Canada Employment Cen¬ 
tre on campus, is scheduled to begin 
early in 1986. 

The addition wilf be in close proximity 
to UVic’s Business and Industry Devel¬ 
opment Centre located in renovated 
quarters formerly occupied by the 
Faculty of Engineering. 

The Centre, funded entirely by federal 
and provincial governments, is 


designed to build links between univer¬ 
sity researchers and the business com¬ 
munity and to aid in the transfer of new 
technology from the university labora¬ 
tory to the marketplace. 

The office of the Co-op Program will 
move from the Clearihue Building, clear¬ 
ing the way for additional computer 
laboratory facilities in that building. 
The move of the Canada Employment 
Centre, located in University Centre, 
will ease space problems in the Centre. 

The Faculty of Engineering and the 
Department of Biochemistry and Micro¬ 
biology have completed the move to the 
new Science and Engineering Building 
which links the Cunningham and Elli¬ 
ott Buildings. The first classes in the 
new building were held this week. 


President’s Club launched 

Initial response to The President’s Club from senior UVic faculty and 
staff has been good says UVic President Dr. Howard Fetch. 

The Club has been established to honor outstanding donors and to 
encourage others to become major supporters of the university. 

Fetch is inviting members of the UVic community to become founding 
members with a minimum donation of $1,000. Donations can be directed 
to a variety of uses from funding for bursaries, scholarships and fellow¬ 
ships to funding for new lab and classroom equipment, library materials 
or the endowment of chairs. Donors can suggest other ways for funds to 
be used. 

Through The President’s Club, a president's discretionary fund will 
be established to support new ideas, initiatives and developments in 
teaching, scholarship and research in all areas of the university. 

In a message sent to senior UVic personnel in December, Fetch said the 
university has made great progress in the past 10 years. “I know that you 
share with me a commitment to the continued development of our teach¬ 
ing programs and research activities. To be successful in this, we must 
raise funds in addition to those provided by the provincial operating 
grant. The President’s Club will help us achieve this objective.’" 

Fetch said the university community, through participation in the 
Club, “can demonstrate to potential external donors, in a concrete way, 
the dedication of our staff and faculty. 

“A strong record of support by university members will be very helpful 
in convincing others that our university is indeed worthy of support.” 

Donors have the options of becoming a member with a donation of 
$1,000 or more, a benefactor with a donation of $5,000 or more, or a patron 
and lifetime member with a donation of $15,000 or more.

President remains 'cautiously optimistic’

While UVic President Dr. How¬ 
ard Fetch is “cautiously optimis- 
tic" that the provincial 
government will provide a mod¬ 
est increase in university operat¬ 
ing grants for 1986-87, he is quick 


to add that he has no hard evi¬ 
dence for this optimism. 

“It is impossible to tell at this 
stage,” he pointed out this week. 
B.C. universities will not know 
their financial position for 1986- 
87 until the provincial govern¬ 
ment brings down its budget. 

“We have suffered cuts in our 
operating grant year after year,” 
said Fetch. “I have a feeling that 
the government understands 
that the universities just can’t 
bear any further cuts and that 
we've seen the end of them. But 
there is no way of knowing for 
sure.” 

The federal government's plan 
to cut back on transfer pa 3 nnents 
to the provinces beginning in 
1986 should not affect the operat¬ 
ing grants for universities, said 
Fetch. 

“For years, when the transfer 
payments were increasing, our 
provincial government always 
insisted that funding for post¬ 
secondary education was totally 
independent of these transfer 
funds and did not pass the 
increases on to the universities,” 
he said. “It would be completely 
unfair to revise that stance and 
pass any decreases on to the 
universities.” 
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UVic man heads C of C 



Currie: sees growing links between com¬ 
munity and university. 


Jim Currie, director of Institutional 
Analysis and assistant to UVic Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Howard Fetch, has been elected 
President of the Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce for 1986. ^ 

Currie's election marks the first time 
in the 120-year history of the Chamber 
that someone from the public sector has 
been elected president. He succeeds UVic 
alumnus Frank Leonard of Victoria Tire 
as president. 

A member of the Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce since he joined the staff at 
UVic in 1969, Currie has served on the 
local executive for several years and was 
First Vice-President of the B.C. 
Chamber of Commerce in 1983-84. 

Currie sees the Chamber as an impor¬ 
tant “two-way window into the business 
community" for the university. “It ena¬ 
bles us to interpret the views of the com¬ 
munity to the university and to interpret 
the university to the business commun¬ 
ity," he says. 

“Over the years the Chamber has been 
a key ally of this university. For exam¬ 
ple, without the lobbying effort and sup¬ 
port over several years of the business 
community for an engineering school at 
UVic, that school simply would not have 
happened." 

Relations between the university and 
the business community are very good 
says Currie. “There are some people who 
don't understand the role of the univer¬ 
sity but they are a very tiny minority." 

For years the office of Institutional 
Analysis at UVic has conducted studies 
on the impact of the university on the 
Greater Victoria economy. 

“At one time there were a number of 
people who looked on the university as a 
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drain on the economy, but you don't hear 
that in the business community now," 
said Currie. “With the university contri¬ 
buting $150 million annually to the local 
economy and providing 2,000 direct jobs 
and 2,000 indirect jobs, there are very 
solid economic arguments for the univer¬ 
sity's existence. 

“Aside from the economic impact, 
there are so many other impacts in such 
areas as music, literature, and theatre. 
And the new engineering school is creat¬ 
ing more technological spinoffs." 

Currie points out that the university 
has been building linkages with the com¬ 
munity in numerous ways. He said these 
linkages have been strengthened by the 
change in attitude of the students of 
today. 

“Students are more concerned with the 
economic realities and more understand¬ 
ing of the role of the private sector," he 
says. 

He gives the example of the formation 
this fall of a new Alma Mater Society 
club, the International Association of 
Students in Economics and Commerce. 
The club which has about 75 members is 
interested in building linkages with the 
business community. “I couldn't have 
conceived of students forming such a 
club 10 or 15 years ago," says Currie. 

Another example of building linkages 
with the community is the creation of the 
Business and Industry Development 
Centre at UVic. The Centre, located in 
the Campus Services Building in the 
space recently vacated by the Faculty of 
Engineering, is designed to encourage 
entrepreneurship and enterprise 
through information dissemination, 
advice and business education pro¬ 
grams. In addition the centre will pro¬ 
vide technical support for industry, 
promote industry and university colla¬ 
borative research and stimulate the 
transfer of technology from the labora¬ 
tory to the marketplace. 

Currie is director pro tern of the new 
Centre and points out that it will share in 
the economic renewal of the Greater Vic¬ 
toria area through sharing its existing 
resources and co-ordinating internal 
resources with the needs of the 
community. 

UVic's Business and Industry Devel¬ 
opment Centre is a full partner with the 
Business Development Centre of 
Camosun College and Business Victoria 
in a collaborative effort to assist and 
stimulate small business in the Greater 
Victoria area. 

“There have always been university 
spinoffs and technology transfers to the 
private sector," says Currie. “Now the 
federal and provincial governments 
have recognized this and have provided 
special funding to facilitate and acceler¬ 
ate these transfers." 

In UVic's case the two governments 
have guaranteed $300,000 a year for the 
next five years to operate the Centre. 

Currie sees the Chamber and the uni¬ 
versity continuing to work in harmony 
to stimulate the local economy and 
create jobs. 

“As far as I'm concerned, the name of 
the game is providing jobs," said Currie. 
“For too long, the largest export from 
Victoria has been our young people." 

Currie points out that the 12 working 
committees within the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce all have something to do with eco¬ 
nomic development and job creation. 

“That is what I se as the Chamber's 
top priority for 1986 and that is what I 
see as a growing concern at this 
university." 


Additional funding needed 


The Victoria Rowing Society's new boat¬ 
house on Elk Lake is a month behind 
schedule because of unexpected snow 
and cash flow problems. 

It's due to open in late February or 
early March, in time for the spring 
regatta season. 

The Victoria Rowing Society includes 
representatives of the UVic Rowing 
Club, the Victoria Rowing Club and the 
British Columbia Rowing Association. 

The Society announced a fund-raising 
campaign in January of 1985. The first 
stage of the facility was estimated to 
cost about $390,000. Director John Alex¬ 
ander explained that, despite scaling 
down on the project, the cost has 
exceeded the original budget by about 
$65,000. 

Alexander said a mortgage will be 
taken out to cover the difference and a 
strenuous fund-raising effort will start 
early in 1986. 

The 1,115-square-metre building will 
include four boat bays, a repair bay, 
shower, washrooms and change rooms, 
a lounge and offices. 

While UVic rowers are recognized as 
the best in Canada, the facilities at Elk 

Lake up to now have been poor, consist¬ 
ing of an unheated storage shed with no 
washrooms or showers. 

UVic has been officially designated 
by the Canadian Amateur Rowing Asso¬ 
ciation as the country's number one 
training centre. The UVic Rowing Club 
has more than 100 members. 

The new facility at Elk Lake will be of 


great benefit to UVic but it will also 
serve the needs of rowers of all ages and 
levels in the Greater Victoria commun¬ 
ity. Organizers are planning to operate 
programs for handicapped children as 
well as those for youth and advanced 
rowers. 

Ted Sawchuck, UVic's director of Stu¬ 
dent and Ancillary Services is secretary 
of the Victoria Rowing Society. Further 
information about the project and the 
fund-raising campaign can be obtained 
from Sawchuck at 721-8022 or from the 
Society at 381-3422.

Council supports 
funding agencies 

The Science Council of Canada, which had its budget 
cut in half this year by the federal government, has 
recommended that the government fully fund the 
five-year* plans presented by the Natural Sciences 
and Engineering Research Council (NSERC), the 
Social Sciences and Humanities Research Council 
(SSHRC) and the Medical Research Council (MRC). 

The Council has also recommended that a parlia¬ 
mentary standing committee on science and technol¬ 
ogy be created to review the councils' expenditures. 

The Science Council was asked to advise the Minis-, 
ter of State for Science and Technology on the neces¬ 
sary level and balance of funding for the three 
granting councils. 

The recommendation included increased funding 
for the three federal granting councils, stepping up 
research grants to small and medium-sized enter¬ 
prises and instituting a thorough review of govern¬ 
ment laboratories. 

A fourth recommendation called for the establish¬ 
ment of a national space agency. 

The overall budget for the Science Council itself 
has been cut from $5 million to $2.5 million, and its 
staff reduced from 68 to 30. 

The Science Council, which advises the federal 
government on science and technology policy, also 
acts as a catalyst, bringing researchers* business 
people, government officials and others together to 
discuss important science policy issues. 


Ottawa cuts back 
on research funds 

Federal government departments have cut 
back significantly on the awarding of contracts 
for outside research, usually done at universi¬ 
ties, in the first seven months of the current 
fiscal year. 

The number of research projects being 
funded by Ottawa has been reduced by 14.9 per 
cent to 2,274 from 2,672 compared to the same 
seven-month period in 1984. 

The amount spent on those research projects 
is running more than 19 per cent lower this 
year, $128.6 million as compared to $160.1 mil¬ 
lion in the April-October period in 1984. 

The most noticeable spending cut in research 
funding is at the Ministry of Communications, 
a cut of 62 per cent. 


AUCC protests 
federal plan 

The Association of Universities and Colleges of Can¬ 
ada (AUCC) has spoken out strongly against Otta¬ 
wa’s plan to limit increases in federal transfers to the 
provinces for the support of post-secondary 
education. 

David Johnston, president of AUCC and principal 
of McGill University, warned that further erosion of 
university funding could have “severe long-term 
effects on Canada's social and economic well-being”. 

Johnston made his remarks after the November 
First Ministers’ conference in Halifax at which 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney said that his govern¬ 
ment was committed to reducing the rate of increases 
in transfers to the provinces by $2 billion a year by 
1990. Mulroney also stated that the federal govern¬ 
ment intends to limit growth in the transfers starting 
in 1986. The cumulative effect of this action will be a 
$6 billion reduction by the end of the decade. 

Johnson says the consequences to the universities, 
which are already suffering a decade of neglect could 
be “nothing short of disastrous”. 

He said he fears that the provinces might use the 
cuts as an excuse to make further reductions in post¬ 
secondary support. Johnston said’ AUCC officials 
were hoping to meet with Mulroney. “The message 
we hope to get across is quite simple,” he said. 

“Universities are responsible for most of this coun¬ 
try’s basic research and a great deal of its applied 
research. They provide most of Canada's highly 
skilled personnel. And they play a vital role in tac¬ 
kling the complex social issues of our time—the. 
human consequences of technological innovation, 
the problems associated with an aging population 
and increasing competitiveness in world markets. 
No government can make the claim of fiscal respon¬ 
sibility if it puts at risk the very institutions on which 
Canadians depend for their future.” 

Royal Bank Award 

Nominations are now open for the 1986 Royal Bank 
Award of $100,000 and a gold medal. 

The annual award honors a Canadian citizen or 
person living in Canada whose outstanding accomp¬ 
lishment makes an important contribution to human 
welfare and the common good. 

To be considered, candidates must be recom¬ 
mended to the Royal Bank Award Selection Commit¬ 
tee by two or more persons. There are no nomination 
forms but persons forwarding candidates must 
include supporting evidence and information on the 
candidate. Nominations must be submitted by Feb. 
28. 

The scope of activity for which the award is made 
covers the natural and social sciences, the arts and 
humanities and the business and industrial 
communities. 

Past winners include neurosurgeon Dr. Wilder Pen- 
field, Cardinal Paul-Emile Leger, architect Arthur 
Erickson, authors Morley Callaghan and Hugh Mac- 
Lennan, literary scholar Northrop Frye, humanitar¬ 
ians Lotta Hitschmanova and Harry “Red” Foster 
and actor-director Jean Gascon. The 1985 award 
winner was physician Dr. R. Gordon Bell.

Tunnicliffe: spectacular research threatened 


Cancellation of the lease for the ship Pandora II 
could mean the loss of what UVic President Dr. How¬ 
ard Petch has called ‘‘one of the most spectacular, 
exciting programs in biological research at this 
time”. 

Petch was referring to the international research 
led by UVic marine biologist Dr. Verena Tunnicliffe, 
a study of the environment of hydrothermal vents off 
the B.C. coast. 

The lease for Pandora, the tender ship to Fisheries 
and Oceans Canada's deep submersible, Pisces, is 
expected to be cancelled by the federal government 
because of lack of funding. This would mean that 
planned dives to the hot vents for biological and 
geological research would also have to be cancelled. 

Ottawa was expected to make its decision on the 
lease this week. 

Petch said there was no way that UVic could fund 
the research, pointing out that B.C. universities are 
having problems funding programs that are properly 
their own. 

The offshore research is a Canadian program 
based at UVic. Tunnicliffe and her team have made 
exciting biological and geological discoveries in two 
voyages to the hot vents located on the Juan de Fuca 
and Explorer ridges, near the outer boundary of Can¬ 
ada's offshore economic zone. 

Petch said Tunnicliffe may be forced to go else¬ 
where to continue her research, and her team of post¬ 
graduate students would probably follow. 

“Verena is an outstanding young scientist and it 
would be hard for her to accept that she should mark 
^ime for two or three years,'' said Petch. 

Petch wrote to then fisheries minister John Fraser 
a 1984 urging continuation of ship financing and 
Vaser replied that the matter was under review. 
Vhen Tom Siddon took over the fisheries portfolio, 
"etch again appealed in an effort to save the scien- 
fic programs. 

A firm stance on cancelling the Pandora lease has 
lot been taken by the federal government, but 
9gional hydrographer Tony O'Connor, head of the 
hips division at the Institute of Ocean Sciences near 
idney, said the decision is expected to be negative. 
Also in difficulty would be the hot vent geological 
isearch program conducted with Pisces by Pacific 
leoscience Centre at the Institute. 


Victoria scientists discover stars 

to 

take the measure of the universe 


Astronomers have been searching for variable stars 
in the Andromeda galaxy for decades and it was 
expected that these rare pulsating stars would be 
found only with the space telescope that will be 
launched in 1987. 

Astrophysicist Dr. Christopher Pritchet of UVic's 
Physics Department and Dr. Sidney van den Bergh 
of the Dominion Astrophysical Observatory have 
found two variable stars in a halo of older stars sur¬ 
rounding the Andromeda Galaxy two million light 
years from earth. 

Because of that disc6very and their earlier discov¬ 
ery of novae in a cluster of galaxies much further 
away, mankind is closer to discovering the exact size 
and age of the universe. 

Finding these variable stars is much like “finding 
a needle in a haystack” explains Pritchet. “Their 
primary value to astrophysicists is as fundamental 
distance measures. “Through calibrations, scientists 
are able to tell exactly how far away these stars are. 

Pritchet and van den Bergh made their unprece¬ 
dented discovery while observing a star field through 
the Canada-France-Hawaii Telescope in October of 
1985. Within half a day of viewing, the variable stars 
grew four times dimmer. 

Variable stars pulsate because of a “partial ioniza¬ 
tion zone” within the stars, a zone created by their 
unusual internal makeup. 

While the scientists have not finished their calcula¬ 
tions, they recognized the importance of their discov¬ 
ery and alerted other scientists around the world. 

They will present a paper on their findings this 
month at a conference in Hawaii. 

For Pritchet, who receives research funding from 
the Natural Sciences and Engineering Council 
(NSERC), this was the second major discovery 
within a year. 

He and Dr. Bruce Campbell of the Dominion Astro- 
physical Observatory discovered a supernova in a 
quasar, the most distant object in the universe yet 
discovered. 

This summer, Pritchet and van den bergh will 
again turn their attention to the Virgo cluster of gal¬ 
axies believed to be close to the outer limits of the 
universe. They are attempting to use the novae in the 
cluster and the variable stars in the Andromeda gal¬ 
axy to calibrate how far away the Virgo cluster is. 

“We are attempting to provide a much more relia¬ 
ble measuring stick for the size and age of the uni¬ 
verse,” explains Pritchet. 

Novae are white dwarf stars in a binary-star sys¬ 
tem with a red giant. These stars flare up and decay 
and the rate of that decay can be used to calibrate the 
distance scale of the universe. 

Scientists now generally accept the “big bang” the¬ 
ory for the beginning of the universe. According to 
that theory, the Andromeda galaxy and the Virgo 
cluster were together at the beginning and have been 
moving away from each other ever since. 

By calculating the distance between them and tak¬ 
ing many variables into account, scientists will be 
able to more accurately measure the age and size of 
the universe. 

The universe is estimated to be between 10 billion 
and 20 billion years old but the accuracy of that 
estimate is known only to within plus or minus 50 per 
cent. 

With the evidence that Pritchet and van den Bergh 
are compiling, it should be possible to measure the 
age of the universe to within plus or minus 10 per 
cent. 

To continue their investigation, fhe two scientists 
have been allotted a remarkable amount of telescope 
time in Hawaii this year. 

They will carry out their study of novae in the 
Virgo cluster for 20 half-nights. Time on the telescope 
in Hawaii is oversubscribed by a factor of four. 

“It is the best site in the world for observation, so 
much better than any other,” says Pritchet. “The 
3.6-metre telescope is one of the largest in the world, 
and its location at the 14,000-foot level is ideal.” 

As for their research, Pritchet explains that it is 
only part of the jig-saw puzzle that astrophysicists 
are faced with in answering the fundamental ques¬ 
tions about the universe. How old is it? How big is it? 
And is it still expanding or is it now contracting in 
size?

That loss was a nail-biting 73-71 
defeat Jan. 4 at the hands of the Univer¬ 
sity of Brandon Bobcats in the Univer¬ 
sity of Calgary Classic Tournament. 
The Vikes rebounded from that defeat to 
humble Calgary 92-67 and take third 
place in the tournament. The University 
of Lethbridge Pronghorns won the tour¬ 
nament with a 85-73 win over Brandon.

Profs and students 
object to cuts 

The Canadian Association of University 
Teachers (CAUT) and the Canadian 
Federation of Students (CFS) have come 
out in strong opposition to plans by the 
federal government to cut its transfer 
payment commitment to the provinces 
by $6 billion by 1990-91. 

CAUT and CFS spokesmen point out 
that the Progressive Conservative 
Party, in the 1984 election campaign, 
committed itself to the 1977 funding 
arrangements for health, welfare and 
education, between the provinces and 
federal government. “Now they are 
attempting to decrease the funds that 
would ordinarily be available under 
these arrangements” say the 
spokesmen. 

“Both levels of government must 
address the problem if we are to main¬ 
tain and develop a world-class and com¬ 
petitive university system,” says Dr. 
Donald Savage, Executive Secretary for 
CAUT. 

Barbara Donaldson, chairperson of 
CFS said “both levels of government 
have to realize that post-secondary edu¬ 
cation in this country is already in a 
chronic state of crisis and that it can’t 
survive the major setbacks that these 
cuts would produce.” 

Savage and Donaldson called for 
Ottawa to postpone the proposed cuts for 
one year which would allow the federal- 
/provincial accords to run their normal 
five-year course. They also called for a 
federal-provincial conference of first 
ministers on the funding of post¬ 
secondary education so that both sides 
and the university community could put 
forward redl solutions to this problem.

Artist takes a different route 
to degree and top fellowship 

Malcolm Egan, winner of a Commonwealth Scholarship to study paint¬ 
ing at Benares Hindu University in India, is not your typical university 
graduate. 

Egan, who received an honors Bachelor of Fine Arts degree in Visual 
Arts at UVic in May of this year, has been a chef, a landscape artist and 
an expert woodworker. 

He also has a B.A. degree in economics from UVic. 

He received the Commonwealth Scholarship in an international com¬ 
petition of a high calibre, points out Dr. Anthony Welch, Acting Dean of 
Fine Arts. The scholarship, for a two-year master’s program, includes 
travel costs, all fees, and living expenses. It is renewable for a third year. 

Egan took the unorthodox step of choosing a university in India “for 
philosophical reasons” as well as for the fact that the Hindu University 
in Benares has an excellent reputation in traditional painting tech¬ 
niques. He credits Welch with giving him a great deal of assistance in 
appl 3 dng for the scholarship. 

Born in Yorkshire, England, Egan was an apprentice coachbuilder* 
specializing in fine woodworking when he immigrated to Canada in 
1966. He attended the British Columbia Vocational School to study 
cooking, graduating with a scholarship as the top student. He worked as 
a chef in several of Victoria’s finer restaurants before turning his atten-' 
tion to landscape gardening. After working at Butchart Gardens and 
other locations, he started his own company. 

Egan decided to go to university because “I always had this feeling I 
was missing something by not getting a degree.” He first enrolled at the 
Courtenay campus of North Island College in 1979 and after completing 
his first year of university, received a president’s entrance scholarship to 
come to UVic. 

He enrolled at UVic in 1980 and received his B.A. in economics in 1983. 
It was in 1982 that he took a first-year Visual Arts course that changed 
his life. 

“I took the course one summer and couldn’t believe it. I was getting 
credit for something I really enjoyed.” 

This was the first time that Egan had discovered his talent and love for 
drawing. “In hindsight, I recall that as a youngster I had been ill and 
while away from school spent many afternoons wandering through art 
galleries, fascinated by the paintings. But it came as a surprise to me that 
I had talent as an artist.” 

He decided to finish his degree in economics before entering second 
year in Visual Arts. “I went back to university for discipline as well as to 
get an education and I didn’t want to leave things unfinished,” he 
explains. 

After completing his B.F;A. degree, Egan was offered a full scholar-' 
ship to the University of Calgary, but turned it down to take the Com¬ 
monwealth Scholarship. 

He plans to spend at least three years in the t ar tjasi, mciuaing a year 
in China. As for his long-range plans, Egan says the problem facing 
artists is how to make a living while pursuing their art. 

“Teaching is the traditional way but there are other avenues, including 
administration of an arts organization and the diplomatic field. I don’t 
exclude any of these.”
